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NEW ENGLAND PATRIOTS 
Team History 





Billy Sullivan Jr, a Boston businessman with a strong sports promotional background, secured an 
American Football League franchise on November 22, 1959. In keeping with the New England heritage, 
the nickname “Patriots” was selected by a panel of Boston sportswriters in a contest to name the team. 
The Boston team was involved in two significant “firsts” in 1960. The Patriots defeated the Buffalo Bills in 
the first AFL pre-season game on July 30. On September 9, the Patriots lost to the Denver Broncos 13-10 
in the first-ever AFL regular-season game. 


During the Patriots’ first decade, finding a suitable playing home in the Boston area was almost as urgent 
as putting a competitive team on the field. The Patriots played at Boston University Field in 1960 and 
1961 and at Harvard in 1962 and again in 1970. From 1963 to 1969, the Patriots played at Fenway Park, 
the Red Sox baseball stadium. Then in 1971, two significant things happened. The team changed its 
name to the New England Patriots and moved to a new 60,764-seat stadium in the town of Foxboro, 
about 25 miles south of Boston. 


In spite of their stadium problems, the Patriots were frequent contenders during their AFL days. Mike 
Holovak, who replaced Lou Saban midway into the 1961 season compiled a 53-47-9 record. His best 
season came in 1963, when the Patriots defeated Buffalo 26-8 in a playoff for the AFL Eastern crown. 

In the AFL championship game the next week, however, they lost to San Diego 51-10. Holovak had few 
stars to build a team around but Gino Cappelletti, the team’s placekicker and ace wide receiver, became 
the AFL's all-time high scorer with 1,100 points, 252 coming on touchdown receptions and the remainder 
on kicking. Running Back Jim Nance won AFL rushing championships when he rushed for an AFL record 
1,458 yards in 1966 and 1,216 yards in 1967. 


Following a string of losing seasons after the AFL-NFL merger, the Patriots became serious contenders in 
the late 1970s. The 1976 Patriots finished 11-3 and just barely lost to the eventual-Super Bowl champion 
Oakland Raiders in a first-round playoff game. They won the AFC Eastern championship in 1978 and 
wound up a close second in 1979. Raymond Berry took over the coaching reins in 1984 and led the 
Patriots to a 51-41-0 record the next five and a half years. Berry’s 1985 team had an 11-5 record, earned 
a wild-card playoff berth and won three straight AFC playoff games on the road and advanced to Super 
Bowl XX, where the Patriots lost to the Chicago Bears. That game marked the final appearance of guard 
John Hannah, who in 1991 became the first Patriot to be elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 


In 2001, with new coach Bill Belichick and surprise star quarterback Tom Brady, the Patriots completed a 
miracle season, winning Super Bowl XXXVI after a 5-5 start. 


Belichick and Brady again led the Patriots to Super Bowl victories in 2003 and 2004. The Patriots dynasty 
continued to rule the NFL in 2014. Led by Tom Brady, Julian Edelman and a timely Malcom Butler 
interception, the Patriots won Super Bowl XLIX 28-24 over the Seattle Seahawks. The Brady-Belichick 
combo won their 5th Super Bowl together when the Patriots defeated the Falcons in Super Bowl LI, the 
first Super Bowl ever to go to overtime. 


The Patriots dynasty continued in 2018 with another appearance in a Super Bowl, winning their 6th 
Super Bowl. The Pats defeated the up-and-coming Los Angeles Rams 13-3 to give Tom Brady and Bill 
Belichick their 6th Super Bowl ring - the most in NFL History.

Canton, Ohio and the National Football

ach year, approximately 250,000 fans from all over the world visit the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
Fc Ohio. The museum's guest register reveals that in a year’s time, visitors come from all fifty 

states and from sixty to seventy foreign countries. 
Many wonder why the Hall of Fame is located in this small northeast Ohio city. Often, museums are 
built in locations that have historical significance to their subject matter. The Pro Football Hall of Fame 
is no exception. Canton’s ties to pro football began long before the Hall of Fame was built in 1963. On 
September 17, 1920, a meeting was held in an automobile showroom in downtown Canton. It was at 
this time that the American Professional Football Association was formed. Two years later, the league 
changed its name to the National Football League. 


Today, fans follow teams like the Dallas Cowboys, San Francisco 
49ers, and the Miami Dolphins. But, in 1920, none of those 
teams existed. Rather, the NFL had teams like the Columbus 
Panhandles, Dayton Triangles, Rochester Jeffersons, and the 
Canton Bulldogs. 


The Canton Bulldogs were the first real pro football 
powerhouse. They won the NFL title in 1922 and 1923 making 
them the league’ first two-time champion. 


They were a strong team even before the NFL began because 
of their star player Jim Thorpe. Thorpe, a Native American 
Indian, was a tremendous athlete. Not only did he play pro 
football but he played pro baseball and won two gold medals 
in the 1912 Olympic Games. Even today, he is considered to 
be one of the world’s greatest athletes of all time. 


While the Bulldogs are no longer around, pro football 
remembers its early days in Canton, Ohio. Visitors, young and 4 
old, enjoy the story of pro football’s history in the city where

the NFL began! The Legendary Jim Thorpe 
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NEW ENGLAND PATRIOTS 
Who Was Jim Thorpe? 





It seems that whenever stories are written about an all-time pro football great, Jim Thorpe’s name 
comes up. Jim Thorpe was born in a one-room cabin in Prague, Oklahoma, on May 28, 1888. Though he 
had some Irish and French blood, he was mostly of Sac and Fox Indian heritage. In fact, his Indian name 
was Wa-Tho-Huk, which means Bright Path. 


Though football was his first love, he gained his greatest fame as a track star, winning the decathlon 
and pentathlon events in the 1912 Olympics, held in Stockholm, Sweden. King Gustav V of Sweden told 
Thorpe as he presented him with his medals, “Sir, you are the greatest athlete in the world.” But soon 
afterward, Thorpe was stripped of his records and medals when it was learned that he had played minor 
league baseball for money in 1911. In 1984 the Olympic Committee decided that this was an unfair 
interpretation of the then Olympic rules and restored his records and returned his medals to his family. 


In 1915, Thorpe’s great abilities and fame led Jack Cusack to offer him $250 a game to play football for 
the Canton Bulldogs. While that may not sound like much, it was twice as much as most players were 
making back then. Even Cusack’s friends warned him that he was paying Thorpe too much. Just the 
same, Thorpe was everything Cusack had hoped he would be -- a great player and a gate attraction. 
After missing the first two games of the 1916 season because he was playing pro baseball for the New 
York Giants, Thorpe joined the Canton squad. With Jim playing halfback, the Bulldogs were unofficial 
World Champions in 1916, 1917 and 1919. (The Bulldogs’ championships are said to be unofficial since 
no organized pro league existed at the time.) 


Many old-timers who actually played against Thorpe claimed he was the toughest man ever to play 

the game. Legend says that Jim would drop-kick a field goal from the 50-yard line, then turn and kick 
another 50-yarder in the opposite direction with perfect results-just to show off. Others say he could 
punt a ball the length of the field. Both are probably exaggerations. In any case, there is no doubt that 
Thorpe was a superb athlete. All accounts suggest he could run with speed and bruising power. He 
could pass and catch passes with the best. He could kick with accuracy and strength. And, of course, as 
players did back then, he played defense too. 


By the time the NFL was organized in 1920, the thirty-two-year-old Thorpe, who was already past his 
athletic prime, was unanimously voted the league's charter president. However, he managed to play 
eight NFL seasons with six different teams and his gate appeal continued. Though at times he sparkled 
like the Thorpe of old, he never really excelled as much in the NFL as he had in his earlier career. In 
1928, at the age of forty he finally called it quits. In 1950, the nation’s press honored Thorpe by naming 
him the most outstanding athlete of the first fifty years of the twentieth century. In 1963, he was elected 
a charter member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame.

e Students will write up their information in paragraph form (like the John Hannah bio) and 
present the new facts and bits of information that they discovered about their chosen 
player.

John Hannah 





John Hannah, a 6-2, 265-pound guard from Alabama, was the first round pick of the New England 
Patriots and the fourth player selected in the 1973 National Football League Draft. He starred in football, 
track and wrestling while winning All-American honors twice on the gridiron and eight total letters while 
at Alabama. 


By starting his first 13 games before a freak leg injury forced 
him out of the final game of his rookie season, Hannah 
dispelled any concerns the Patriots might have had about his 
ability to adjust from the straight-ahead blocking of the college 
wishbone offenses to the drop-back blocking and pulling 
required of guards in the pros. 


In the next 12 years, Hannah became widely recognized 

as the premier guard of pro football. He was named All-Pro 

10 straight years from 1976 through 1985. He won the NFL 
Players Association’s Offensive Lineman of the Year award four 
straight years from 1978 through 1981. Hannah was named 

to nine Pro Bowls but missed the game following the 1983 
season because of an injury. 


In spite of the constant contact his body had to absorb, 
Hannah missed only five games because of injuries of a 
possible 191 in his 13-season career. He also missed three 
games due to a contract dispute at the start of the 1977 
season. Hannah clearly was the mainstay of an excellent 

' | Offensive line that helped to power the Patriots to some of 
Eu their finest years. 





During his career, New England enjoyed seven winning seasons and a 100-91-0 cumulative record. 
Hannah was given a large share of the credit when the Patriots rushed for a then-record 3,165 yards in 
1978. John finished his career after the 1985 season on a high note. His final campaign had produced 
an AFC championship and Super Bowl XX appearance for the Patriots, and All-Pro honors and a Pro Bowl 
invitation for himself.

Goals/ Objectives: 
Students will: 
e Create an original frontal design for a jersey, employing color choices, fabric/clothing details and 
lettering design. This lesson focuses on use of contrast, center of interest and balance. 


National Standards: Visual Arts: 1-Understanding and applying media, techniques and processes 


Methods/ Procedures: 
e Fold drawing paper in half, short sides together, to create a center line. This line will be 
used as guide when drawing the neckline and number. 
e Using pencil and ruler, divide the paper vertically into fourths, using very light guidelines. 
These lines represent approximate areas where sleeves are sewn onto the sides of the 


body. 

e Decide on the thickness of sleeves, drawing them to extend to the outside edges of the 
paper. 

e Sketch the neckline — standard jerseys usually have v-necks, but use another shape if you 
like. 


e Add detailing — clothing that must endure the rigors of a contact sport usually has double 
stitching for strength. This can be shown at the sleeves, bottom and any other area you 
choose. 

e Determine a color pattern — borrow colors from the Patriots or create your own 

combinations. No more than two or three colors are necessary. Highlights of black and 

white are often used on jerseys in conjunction with one or two other colors. Use your color 
pattern to create bands on the sleeves, neckline and other areas as desired. Colors should 
have good contrast that allows the design to be visible from a distance, especially the 
number(s). 

Use the fold line to help you center the number you chose. Examples of block letters are 

shown on the accompanying illustration, but be as creative as you'd like. Jersey numbers 

are often “shaded” with a second colors. Frequently, smaller numbers are sewn to the 
shoulders. From this viewpoint, only part of the shoulder numbers would be visible. 

e Add a tag inside the neckline to show the size. Jerseys often have outside tags on the 
lower portion of the body that show the manufacturer’s name. This would be an ideal are 
to sign your name or create a company with your initials. Add any other detail you would 
like. 

e If desired, cut out your jersey and mount on a contrasting color. 


Materials: 
e White or manila drawing paper, 12” x 18” or 9” x 12” 
e Drawing pencil/eraser 
e Ruler or straightedge 
e Colored pencils, markers, crayons or other coloring media 


Assessment: 
e Ask the student to write an advertisement for his/her jersey, describing the type of fabric 
that would be used, why the color choices are successful, the durability of the shirt, other 
details that were used, and the approximate price of the shirt.
